words of the Indentures ingroſſed by the Chi- 
rographer, which are theſe : Hec eff finalis Con- 
cordia facta in Curia Domini Regis, &c. But 
when the Caſe is otherwiſe, and the Fine only 
an Inſtrument on Record by conſent of the 
Parties, without any real Controverſie, then in- 
deed it is only a formal aſſurance of courſe, 
from the reſult of a feigned difference, from 
whence it is termed Fi#io Juris, or a Fiftioh in 
the Law, becauſe the Suit is but voluntary, 
and not coercive. But however it be, a Fine 
is certainly eſteemed an Aſſurance or Convey- 
ance of the higheſt Nature, and moſt per- 
fection in the Law, being much of the Ma- 
lity of a Feoffment with Livery of Seiſin e&e- 
cuted thereupon, but of greater efficacy, and 
therefore called a Feoffment upon Record, by 
which Lands may' be conveyed or transferred 
from one perſon to another, in Fee-ſimple, 
Fee-Tail, for Life, or for Years, and thereby 
Rent may be likewiſe reſerved. Alſo Eſtates 
may be thereby ſetled in the King, to the in- 
tent they may be entailed on the Crown to 
the uſe of the Parties: Or Eſtates may be 
ſetled by Fine in the Family of thoſe that 
have them in Fee, to continue the ſame in the 
Blood, by Tail general or ſpecial 3 or in Stran- 
gers, that ſhall purchaſe the ſame by Tail ge- 
neral or ſpecial, or in Fee. 

Eſtates may be alſo granted by Fine for Life 
or Lives, the Remainder in Tail, or in Fee, or 
the Reverſjon in Fee.

he that parts with his right in the Lands, Te- 
nements, Rent, Common, or other Heredita- 
ments compriſed in the Fine, upon a Writ of 
Covenant (if it be by Conſent, but other- 
wiſe upon any Writ of Right, Quid juris cla- 
mat, Per que Servicia, de rationabilibus diviſis, 
Warrantia Charte, & c.) as the Caſe requires, 
before the Juſtices of the Court of Common 
Plas, Juſtices of Aſſize, or ſuch other perſons 
as are thereunto authorized by a Writ of De- 
dimus Poteſtatem, or Commiſſion out of Chan- 
cery in that behalf directed unto them. It muſt 
be alſo ingroſſed of Record in the Court of 
Common Pleas, and not elſewhere, there to re- 
main for the ending and compoſing all Dit- 
ferences and Controverſies, as well between 
the Parties and Privies to the fame, as all 
Strangers not claiming in due time ; for thoſe 
that levy Fines are called Parties to the fame, 
and their Heirs are {aid to be Privies, becauſe 
there is Privity of Blood between them ; but 
Strangers are they which are neither Parties to 
the Fine, nor Privies in Blood, but come in by 
Purchaſe. 

A Fine is likewiſe ſaid, by the Authors be- 
fore cited, to be (in the laſt fenſe, viz. when 
it is levied by conſent of the Parties) Amicabi- 
lis Compoſitio, with whom the Lord Coke agrees 
in his Sentiments upon the words de Doro 
and Conceſſit, whereby he ſeems to inſinuate 
a Fine to be, An Act to bind the Parties to 
each other by a voluntary Gift or Conceſſion, which 


being entred upon Record, according to the 


courſe of the Court, is available to the higheſt 
degree of aſſurance in the Law.

Yet the omiflion of thoſe Words takes away 
the force and efficacy of the Fine, and makes 
itno better or of more validity than a Fine 
fur Cenc{jit, as you will find by a Precedent 
hereafter in this Colle&ion under the Title 
Fines ſur Cogniſans de Droit, ove Releaſe, of a 
Rectory to one for Life, which in my opinion 
might have been as well granted by a Fine ſur 
Conceſſit.

This Fine is partly executed, partly executo- 
ry, and hath Proclamations, and as to the for- 
mer part is altogether of the nature of a Fine 
ſur Cogniſans de Droit come ceo, & . But as to the 
other part it is accounted in Law rather to be 
a private Conveyance than to have the force 
of a Fine, according to my Lord Coke's Senti- 
ments in his 5th Rep. fol. 38. where he faith, 
That the Cogniſance of a Fine with Grant and 
Render ſhall be taken as a Charter, or other Convey- 
ance between the Parties, and not as @ Mrit or Fudg- 
ment upon Record.

This Writ of Covenant is now become the 
only Original to ground a Fine upon, though, 
(as hath been formerly ſaid) a Fine may be now 
as well as heretofore, levied upon any of the 
Writs before mentioned, as Quid Juris clamat, 
Per que Servitia, de Nationabilibus Diviſts, 
Marrantia Charte, or upon any Writ of Right, 
or other Writ whereby Lands, Tenements or 
other Hereditaments are demanded, or may 
be recovered in a real Action, 

And Note, That the Writ of Covenant is 
always the ſame in all caſes, be the Fine of 
what nature it will; For the reaſon why there 
is ſuch difference in the kinds of Fines, as hath 
been before obſerved, is becauſe they are al- 
tered and changed according to- the various 
Forms of their Concords (though the. Writ of 
Covenant, and the Præcipe thereupon are ſtill 
the ſame) for from the Concord the Mutabi- 
lity doth only ariſe.

T HE Compoſition, viz. the Kings Li- 
cence to alienate the Lands contained

Kings Licence to alienate; for the King hath 
a Fine, or Sum of Mony, upon every aliena- 
tion by Fine, which is called the Kings Silver, 
and is paid in when the Lands repoſe, for the 
Kings uſe, to the Sheriff of the County, who is 
reſponſible for the ſame, when he paſſeth his 
Accounts in the Exchequer. |

The Concord of the Fine, what, 


$ Concord of the Fine is an Agree- 
ment of the Parties between whom the 
Fine is levied, declaring the particular manner 
how the Lands compriſed in the Fine ſhall 
paſs; For as the Writ of Covenant is the very 
Original, Baſis and Foundation of the Fine, fo 
the Concord doth explain the intent of the 
Parties as to the ſetling and eſtabliſhing the 
Eſtate, and therefore is efteemed the moſt ſub- 
ſtantial part of the Fine; fo that if the Kings 
Fine be but entred and indorſed upon the Wric 
of Covenant by the Clerk of the Kings Silver, 
though the Party that levies the Fine ſhould 
happen- to die before it comes to the Chiro- 
grapher, yet will the Fine have its full force 
and efficacy, as if it came regulargly through 
evey Office to the Chirographer in the Lite 
time of the Cogniſor.

1 Foot of the Fine is an Indented peice 
of Parchment made by the Chirographer 
containing the effect and ſubſtance of the Fine, 
which he delivereth to the Cuſtos Brevium, being 
indented with, and is ( as it were) another, 
or third part of the Indentures. This indented 
Piece the Chirographer entreth into a Book to 
be kept as a perpetual Record. | 

The Foot of the Fine is alſo taken for all the 
caſual parts of a Fine (that emerge from the 
Writ of Covenant to the Caption of the Con-

That the County, Town, Pariſh, Hamlet 
or Endſhip wherein the Lands lie, that are to 
be compriſed in the Fine, muſt be certainly 
named, for if a Manor extend it ſelf into ſe- 
veral Towns, as into A. B. and C. it is ſafeſt 
and beſt to name all the three Towns, or none 
of them, as the courſe is at this day; for the 
Fine will be good if the Manor be only na- 
med, without ſaying in what Town it lies;

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By this Concord you will find that there 
is no occaſion of reciting every individual 
Particular over again in the fame form as ic 
is named in the Precipe, in regard the word 
Tenementa is of that vaſt comprehenſion and 
latitude, chat it concludeth all the Parcels from 
the Manor to the Rent; namely, the Meſu- 
ages, Tofts, Cotages, Stables, Barns, Curti- 
lages, Mills of divers kinds, Dovehouſes, Gar- 
dens, Orchards, Land, Meadow, Paſture, Wood, 
Furze and Heath, More, Turbary, Moſſy 
Ground, Ground where Sallows grow, Reed 
Ground, Salt and freſh Marſh, Alder Ground, 
and Ruſhy Ground. 

So, notwithſtanding there be ſeveral forts 
of Rent mentioned in the Præcipe, yet the 
word Reddit once recited in the Concord 
ſtands for them all; and the like may be ſaid 
of the ſeveral forts of Common. 

But as to the other Parcels in the Concord, 
above-written, viz. the Manor, with its Ser-

Here Note, That as there be four Words 
properly uſed for the beginning of every Para- 
graph in the Præcipe, viz.

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SECTION XIX 3 


How Fines are to be acknowledged, and before whom. | 


Hoſe Perſons that take the acknowledg - 
ment of Fines do it either Ex Officio, or 
by virtue of the Kings Commiſſion iſſuing out 
of the Court of Chancery, called a Writ of Dedi⸗ 
mus Poteſtatem. 

They that take Cognizans of Fines ex officio 
are the Lord Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas, 
and his Brethren, and the reſt of the Judges of 
that Court, in open Court, while the Court is 
ſitting. 

The Lord Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas 
hath likewiſe (it ſeems now of late) power to 
take and certifie the acknowledgment of all 
manner of Fines, without Commiſſion, as well 
in any place out of Court, as in Court; and ſo 
any two Juſtices of that Court may take the 
acknowledgment of Fines in open Court. 

But formerly neither the Lord Chief Juſtice 
of the Court of Common Pleas, nor any other 
Judge of that, or any other Court could take 
the Cogniſans of a Fine out of the Court of 
Common Pleas without Commiſſion iſſuing out 
of Chancery to warrant their Proceedings ; as 
appears in Fitzberbert's Natura Brevium 146. g. 
Where he ſaith, © And if he that ought to levy 
* the Fine, and make the Cogniſans, cannot 
come for Infirmicy, or other reaſonable Cauſe 
*to make the acknowledgment in Court, then 
he ought to ſue out a Writ of Dedimus Po- :

* may go to him and take his Cogniſans, and

The Introduction to Fines, 


The next are, any Judge of either Bench, 
(except the Lord Chief Juſtice of the Com- 
mon Pleas for the time being, who hath now 
power to take and certifie the Acknowledg- 
ment of any Fine without Commiſſion, as well

7is, a mere Fiction in Law: For he that is ag 


laſt vonched, or called to Waranty is always W x7 
the Common Vouchee, who is uſually Bag. La 
bearer to the Cuſtos Brevium of the Court oi of 
Common Pleas, a Poor Man th th not any 
Land to render over in value, upon the ſup- 
poſed Waranty, ro make any recompence ar 
ſatisfaction to the Party that loſeth his Eſtate. 
By which contrivance and invention, grounded 
upon the ſtrict Principles of the Common 
Law uſed in real Actions upon Writs of 
cipe qd reddat, the real Tenant doth by 
ſent depart from his Right to gratifie the Pur- 
chaſor, when in truth he hath no recompence 
for the ſame, becauſe the Common Vouchee 
hath no Land to render over unto him in va- 
lue, as is fictitiouſly ſurmiſed. 

But yet this Common or feigned Recovery 
is now ſo eſtabliſned by Cuſtom, that it is be- 
come a Common Aſſurance or Conveyance 
on Record, upon which Uſes may be raiſed 
and limited, 1 Co. 14. Sir V. Pelbam's Caſe. 

But there is a difference between a Feigned 
or Common Recovery which is obtained by 
conſent of the Parties, and a Recovery had 
of Lands by good Title without Fraud or Co 
vin, or Aſſent of the Parties; as appears by 
the Statute of 34 & 35 H. 8. c. 20. whereby it 
15 Enacted; 

1. That no feigned Recovery hereafter to 
be had by aſſent of the Parties againſt any

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Tenant or "Tenants in Tail of any Lands, &c. 
whereof the Reverſion or Remainder. at the 
time of ſuch Recovery had, ſhall be in the 
King, ſhall bind or conclude the Heir in Tail, 
whether any Condition or Voucher be had in 
any ſuch feigned Recovery, or not, but that 
after the death of every ſuch Tenant in Tail, 
againſt whom ſuch Recovery ſhall be had, the 
Heirs in Tail may enter, hold and enjoy the 
Lands, &. fo recovered, according to the Form 
of the Gift in Tail, the ſaid Recovery not- 
withſtanding.” | 

2. The Heirs of every ſuch Tenant in Tail 
againſt whom any ſuch Recovery ſhall be had, 
ſhall take no advantage for any recompence in 
value againſt the Vouchee or his Heirs. -, 

-3- This Act fhall not extend to prejudice 
the Leſſee or Leſſees of any ſuch Tenant in 
Tail for any Grant or Leaſe made in writing in- 
dented of any Manors, Lands, & c. for 21 years, 
or 3 lives, or under, whereupon the accuſtomed 
Rent or Rents is or ſhall be yearly received, 
during the ſame term or terms: But the fame 
Leſſee or Leſſees ſaall enjoy his or their term or 
terms, according to the Statutes of 32 H. 8. 28. 
this Act notwithſtanding. , 

So by the Statute of 14 Eliz. cap. 28. it is 
ord4ined, That all Recoveries had or proſe- 
cuted (by Agreement of the Parties, or by 
Covin) againſt Tenants by the Curteſie, Te- 
nants in Tail after poſſibility of Iſſue extinct, 
tor term of life or lives, or of Eſtates deter- 
minable upon life or lives. or of any Lanids, Te- 
nements or Hereditaments, whereof ſuch par- 
ticular Tenant is ſo ſeiſed, or againſt any other, 
with Voucher over of any ſuch particular 
Tenant, or of any having Right or Title to 
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. any ſuch particular Eſtate, ſhall from thence- 


forth

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forth (as againſt the Reverſioners, or them in 
Remainder, and againſt their Heirs and Suc- 
ceſſors) be clearly void. 

2. That this Act ſhall not prejudice any 
perſon that ſhall by good Title recover any 
Lands, &c. without Fraud by reaſon of any 
former Right or Title: Alſo every ſuch Re. 
covery had by the Aſſent and Agreement of 
the pegſon in Reverſion or Remainder, appear- 
ing f Record in any of the Queens Courts 
ſhall be good againſt the party rns, 

Now the Method that is uſed to put any 
perſon into a capacity of diſpoſing of any Eſtate 
that is intailed upon him, ſo that he may be 
enabled to ſell, give or bequeath the ſame, as 
he pleaſeth, is to get ſome Clerk, or Attor 
of the Court of Common Pleas to bring a P2es 
cipe .qb reddat, or Writ of Entry Sur ville 
in le poſt againſt him for the Lands, Tens 
ments, Rent or other Hereditaments he- doth 
intend ſo to diſpoſe of; or in caſe of the Sale c 
ſuch Lands, the Purchaſer may be Demandant 
and bring the ſaid Writ, if the Recovery be 
with ſingle Voncher. 

In which caſe of ſingle Voucher, the De- 
mandant (every Plaintift in a real Action be- 
ing ſo termed) doth _— that he, againſt 
whom the Writ is brought, who is the Defen- 
dant (but called Tenant in a real Action) hath 
no right to the Land, but what he happen'd 
to acquire by the Diſſeiſin of one Hugh Hunt a 
Stranger named in the Recovery. 

To the Count or Declaration upon which 
Writ of Entry, the Tenant comes either in 
perſon, or by Attorney, and makes his defence, 
and vouches to waranty a third perſon (who 
is the Common Vouchee before deſcribed) 
from whom, or his Anceſtars, the Lands in 
queſtion 
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gueſtion are ſuppoſed to come to him, or his 
Anceſtors, and that ſome one of the Anceſtors 


of ſuch third perſon had obliged himſelf and 
is Heir by Covenant to warant and make 


good the Title to thoſe perſons the Lands were 


onveyed. 

Whereupon the Tenant calleth this Vouchee 
or third perſon) to appear in Court, and de- 
end his Title, who appears accordinglgg/ and 
eems to defend the ſame, denying that the 
enant (or QWwner of the Land) camg*o the 
ame wrong by the Diſſeiſin of the afore- 
aid Hugb Hunt, and upon this Iſſue he puts 
imſelf upon the Country. 

Then the Demandant prays that he may 

ve leave to imparl, or confer about the mat- 
r, which being granted, at the day that the 
ouchee was to have come again into Court, the 
ouchee pretends to make default, and come 
10 more to proſecute or inſiſt upon his for- 
ner defence; which default is eſteemed a per- 


petual Bar in a Real Action: For thereupon 


he Court awards Judgment for the Deman- 
dant to recover the Lands in queſtion againſt 
he Tenant, who ſhall recover over as much 
againſt the Vouckee as is ſufficient to recom- 
pence him for the Lands recovered from him, 
hich the Vouchee ought to have waranted, 
and maintained or defended, but ſuffered to. 
be loſt by his default. And this is called a 
Recovery in value, or pro rata, and conſiſts of 
our principal Parts, viz.

ASE Real Actions (that are founded up 
on Writs of Entry, or Præcipe s quod 
Reddat) do take their Meaſures from the Writ 
of Right Patent, (as to the placing the Par- 
cels therein) which, as Mr. Fitz berbert ſaith in 
his Natura Brevium, pag. 1. Is the higbe$t Vn 
that is in the Law of the Land in its Nature. 

And pag. 2. C. the fame Author faith, Tha 
ce there is an Order, or Method ſet down in the 
te Regiſter, when one demands divers Parcels 
of Lands in his Writ, that are of divers Na- 
tures, which Parcel ſhall be firſt ſpecified 
© therein, and which Parcel ſhall be put next, 
*and then which Parcel ſhall be put next to 
* that, and ſo throughout, until all of them are 
named; and this appears by the two Verſes 
before named, in the Introduction to Fines, 
viv.

Great care therefore ought to be taken in 
placing the Parcels in a Writ of Entry, in which 
more nicety is obſerved by the Clerks of the 
Court, than in a Writ of Covenant. 

For a Writ of Entry will not lye de Pomario, 
de Follato, de Stagno, de Yomagio, de Fideli⸗ 
tate, de Serviciis Faciendis, de Fodina, nor de 
Superiozt Camera, 3 H. 6. 1. 

Neither will it lye de Hidata Terre, de Bovas 
ta Terre, nor de Bovata Pariſci, nor de Mirga⸗ 
ta Terre, nor de Carucata Terre (at this day) 
though Mr. Fitzberbert in his Nature Brevium, g. 
146. g. hath it in a Writ of Dedimus Poteſtatem 
to levy a Fine; nor de Selione Terre, for the 
Incertainty, becauſe theſe things, viz, a Hide 
of Land, an Oxgang of Land,or Mariſh Ground, 
a Yard Land, or Plough Land, do contain ſome 
times more, ſometimes leſs number of Acres, 
and a Selion is of like incertainty, ſometimes 
containing a whole Acre of Land,in ſome Coun- 
ties but half an Acre, and in others but a Rood, 
or a quarter of an Acre. 

Neither ought a Writ of Entry to contain 
the ſame thing twice over ; as a Meſuage and a 
Barn, Stable, Brew-houſe, Malt-houſe, or any 
other Out-houſe, as parcel of the ſame Meſu: 
age, becauſe they will paſs better, and more 
Clerk-like by the words cum pertinenciis, ' as 
being more ſuitable to the Rules of good Plead- 
ing, 3 E. 4. 28. 

But the ſame Rules hold of placing the Par- 
cels in a Writ of Entry, as well as a Writ of 
Covenant, as to ſome particulars, viz. 
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1. That the more worthy things muſt be pla- 
ced before the leſs worthy 3 as a Meſuage be- 
fore Land, a Manor before a Meſuage, a Ca- 
ſtle before a Manor, an Honor before a Caſtle, 
a Foreſt before a Chaſe, a Chaſe before a Park, 
a Park before a V Varren. 

So, Arable Land mult be put before Meadow, 
Meadow before Paſture, Paſture before VVood, 
VVood before Furze and Heath, Furze and 
Heath before More, More before Reed, Reed 
before Marſh, Marſh before Alder, Alder before 
Fiſhing, and all theſe before Rent, becauſe 
_ iſſues out of, or proceeds from them 
all. 


2. Things that are general muſt be placed in 
a VVrit of Entry before thoſe that are ſpecial ; 
as Land, being the Genus, ought to be placed 
before Meadow, Paſture, VVood, Furze and 
Heath, More, Reed, Marſh, or Alder-Ground, 
being all but the ſpecies to Land. 

For the ſame reaſon Boſcus in a VVrit of 
Entry muſt always precede Alnetum and Sa⸗ 
licetum, becauſe Mood is the genus, and Alder 
and Sallows are but the Species of it. 

A VVrit of Entry therefore will lye de Boz
